Red Bid Ignored

Paris, Dec. i» r/r>_ The United 


Nations 
overwhelmingly 
adopted 


the Western disarmament plan to- 
day and threw out a .Russian bid 
for an immediate ban on atomic 
weapons. 


The vote on the whole plan was 


44 to 5. with 10 abstentions 
and 


Burma not participating. 


The decision was taken by the GO- 


nation political 
committee 
after 


the longest single-subject debate in 
assembly history. It will be form- 
alized by a final vote of the same 
nations sitting in the assembly it- 
self. 


A new disarmament commission, 


instructed to try to end the costly 
world arms race along lines laid 
down by the Western powers, will 
be set up under the plan.
